S1n,—The letter that appeared in your 


issue of lust night “over the nom de plume 
* Industry * contains certainly a new sug- 
gestion, but that, [ am afraid, is its only 
quality. A young author asked Dr John- 
son for an opinion -cn his book. Tho 
lexicegrapher answered ‘Your book, sir, 
contains vany things which are new and 
many which are good, but the goud things 
are nok new and the new things are not 
good.” So it is with ‘Industry's’ letter. 
The fostering of trade by Gavernment, the 
granting of land frec or against shares, 
ete,, ete.. is ull very fine, but in the 
instance to which he wishes to apply these 
principles they will do ne good. The 
shareholders’ first consideration is whether 
the new dock, even with free Jand, would

that the increase all round is to a very 
large extent due to the fall in tho gold 
value uf the dollar. Last year our gold 
assets and liabilities and our gold receipts 
and expenses wero converted intu dollars 
at the exchange of 2/-, while this year we 
have,had to take 1/8 as the nearest round 
figure fur this purpose. As regards this 
Society, itis on the whole to be regretted 
that the currency of tha Colony docs not 
maintain a steady ratio with the currencies 
of the countries in which we do the bulk of 
our business. Not only in Londen but in 
Australia, in India, in Ameri " 
in Japan our business s,transacted in 
gold, with the result that, for the purpose 
of comparing one year with mother, the 
pound sterling would ben far more suit- 
able unit for onr accounts than the dollar, 
The shares, however, i.e mostly hold Incal- 
ly, and for the present at any mte it is 
considered more correct to keep to the local 
curroncy in spite of its drawbacks (hear. 
hear). However, whether stated in pounds 
or in dollars, the result of the working of the 
year 1901 is exceedingly goud. There is a 
very satisfactory natural increase both in 
the premium receipts and in the profits 
quite apart from the numinal increase due 
to exchange, and there is a balance of 
$816,000 odd, of which. it is estimated that 
net more than $416,000 odd will be requir- 
éd for outstanding liabilities and losses. 
This leaves $100,000 to deal with, und we 
recommend that $100,000 of this be placed 
to Reserve-Fund and the balance applied 
iv payment of a dividend of $30 per share 
as compared with the dividend of $23 per 
share paid lust year. It is important that 
shareholders should recngnise that a part 
of this increase of dividend is due tu the 
fall in exchange (heat, hear). The accounts 
for the yeur 1902-are satisfactory so far as 
they yo. You will perhaps have noticed 
that the usual estimate of the position of 
the account as at the end of September has 
been omitted. Such au estimate must 
naturally be to a large extent guesswork. 
and it is thought better te confine ourselves 
to actual figures at this carly stage of the 
account. I may, however, state that there 
is nothing abnormal in the receipts or in 
the losses since the 30th June last (hear, 
hear). Turning now to the balance sheet, 
there is to be noticed an inerease of some

Roumania and the Jews. 


The opinion on the Continent is that,
